School Bond Information 
On Upcoming Eleziion 


(This is one article in a se- 
ries on the school bond pro- 
posal, Measure A, before Al- 
bany voters on the November 
6 ballot). 


By ROBERT E. SHOGREN 

The portion of the current 
bond proposal which is of par: 
ticular concern to me is the 
housing of 6, 7 and 8th graders. 
As the administrator who was 
given responsibility for this age 
group during the emergency 
measures brought about by the 
closing of Marin School and 
portions of Cornell, I am only 
too keenly aware of the short- 
comings of the present state of 
affairs. Out of the total enroll- 
ment at Albany Middle School, 
404 pupils are on the minimum 
teaching day allowed by the 
State department of Education 
(240 minutes). This amounts to 
one full teaching day less per 
week for all 6th and 7th grad- 
ers, and half of the fifth grad- 
ers. 

These youngsters are asked 
to give their best learning ef- 
forts during hours from 12:30-5 
p.m., thus losing the morning 
hours when energy levels are 
high and most folk operate at 
their best physical and mental 
levels. Mix with these handicaps 
the inconveniences of holding 
classes in a building which 
must now accommodate full pri- 
mary, middle and high school 
plus adult school programs, and 
you will get a picture of circum- 
stances which now frustrate 
both pupils and teachers. 

Frankly, almost the only 
thing, other than our sincere 
concern for the present welfare 
of our pupils, which prompts a 
dedicated staff to continue to 
make the best of a poor situa- 
tion is the hope that this ar- 
rangement is temporary. We 
look forward to the day with 
great excitement and enthusi- 
asm when our pupils will be 
housed in a building responsive 


Christmas

QUESTION: 

I understand the present 
State loan for Marin School will 
increase the tax rate 17.5 cents. 
Why won't a second State loan 
for the Middle School further 
increase the tax rate? 
ANSWER: 

The State law provides that if 
the annual repayment of the 
Marin and Middle School loans 
exceeds the amount that 17.5 
would raise, the difference is 
cancelled on the books of the 
State Controller. 

It is estimated that the repay- 
ment of the Marin loan will be 
approximately $90,000. The 
money from the 17.5 cent tax 
rate during 1974/75 will be ap 
proximately $76,000. The differ 
ence of $14,000 will be forgiven. 
With an additional loan for 
the Middle School, the repay- 
ment to the State for both 
schools will be approximately 
$190,000. The tar rate of 17.5 
cents does not increase and thi 
amount forgiven is $114,000.

Here are some rules you 
should learn and practice when- 
ever you are going to ride on 
city streets: 


1. Avoid riding on very busy 
streets. NEVER ride on express- 
way or on freeway. 


2, Always be sure you have a 
good grip on your handlebars 
with BOTH hands. 

3. Always ride on the right 
side of the street, close to the 
curb, but watch for parked cars 
or people opening their car 
doors. 

4. When riding with other bi- 
cyclists, always ride in a SIN- 
GLE FILE. Allow a full bike's 
length betwen your bike and the 
one ahead of you. 

5. Always ride YOUR bike 
alone. Never carry a passenger 
or large bundles. This throws 
you off balance and blocks your 
vision. 

6. STOP, look both directions, 
before entering the street from 
a sidewalk, driveway alley. 
Remember, cars move much 
faster than bikes! 

7. Obey all traffie signals, 
signs you see. They are for 
YOU as well as for all others 
on the streets! 

8. NEVER hold onto any mov- 
ing truck, car, or motorcycle, 
or other vehicles, allowing it to 
pull you along. Many bicyclists 
have 


or 


been hurt badly, some 
even killed, in this manner. 
9. Avoid riding your bike 


after dark. But, if you must be 


sure you have proper lights, 
(see Lesson No. 1), and wear 
light colored clothing. 


10. When approaching inter- 
sections that have no stop signs, 
or other panne signals, be Bie 


ae 


pil notice, — 
ll, When crossing streets _ 
with heavy traffic, stop, get off 
your bike, and walk it across 
the intersection at a crosswalk. 
12. Do not ride your bicycle 
on the sidewalk at any time. 
13. Let people crossing the 
street go first. Always slow 
down, or stop, if necessary, to 
let them finish crossing. 
14. Never ‘‘show off’ while 
riding on the street. If you want 


to do “trick riding” or play 
games with friends, find an 
empty lot or area off the street 
entirely. 


15. NEVER follow close to a 
slow moving car or truck, or 
try to race with them. Chances 
are the dricer would not see you 
and if he had to stop in a hurry 
you might hit the back of his 
vehicle and could be hurt badly. 

16. When leaving the school 
grounds on your bike, stop and 
look both ways and enter traf- 
fie very carefully, The surden 
rush of bicyeles leaving a 
school grounds, going in vari- 
ous directions into traffic is 
extremely dangerous! 

17. Do not ride on the side- 
walk in Business Districts.
